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THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Following entry the amendment filed 9/15/2003, the claim 7 is pending. 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claim 7, no prior art has been found teaching or suggesting the method of 
detecting the presence of PV-GHGT07(1445) cotton event in a sample comprising cotton DNA 
in which the method applies the sequence of SEQ ID NO 5 or SEQ ID NO: 6 as probe in 
stringent hybridization conditions and then detecting hybridization of the probe to the DNA, 

The closest prior art is the reference of Fincher et aL Fincher et al. disclose a method of 
making transgenic plant cotton, which is glyphosate tolerant transgenic plant (See column 23, 
lines 1 1-18, column 38, lines 29-67 and column 39, lines 28-67). Fincher et al. also disclose that 
the promoter sequence used for constructing transgenic plant can hybridize under stringent 
condition to a target DNA sequence (See column 15, lines 6-41). The suitable target is cotton, 
which can be used for the identification of gene and regulatory sequence (See column 13, lines 
39-63). Fincher et al. also disclose that commercial standard line is line 1445 (pMON17136) that 
contains the P-FMV promoter driving sequence expression of the CTP2-aroA:CP4 gene/E9 3* 
(See column 38, lines 59-63) coding sequence for glyphosate tolerant phenotype (See column 38, 
lines 4-9 and lines 32-40). It appears that the PV-GHGT07(1445) is equivalent to pMON17136 
since both are glyphosate tolerant. However Fincher et al do not disclose SEQ ID NO: 5 or SEQ 
ID NO:6 used as probe to detect the presence of PV-GHGT07(1445) cotton event in a sample.
